Children In Philadelphia. 


The memories of a crippled child 
of a devoted wife and of a brave son. 
who gallantly stopped aside on the 
wrecked Titanic that women and chil­ 
dren might be saved, wore revived 
when P. A. B. Widener, of Phila­ 
delphia, execeuted a deed of trust to 
the Land Title and Trust company ami 
delivered to it $4,000,000 in 4 per cent 
securities as an endowment for the 
Widener Memorial Home for Crippled 
Children. 


It was primarily for the memory oi 
his cripple^ son, Harry, who died in 
his youth, that the home was erected. 
When P. A. B. Widener was laying the 
foundation of his great fortune, at the 
time when he had accumulated about 
a million dollars, his wife expressed 
the wish that the share of the estate 
that would have come to the dead boy, 
had he lived and attained his major­ 
ity, might be used to aid crippled cliil* 
dren of both sexes. Mr. Widener prom­ 
ised that this would be done, but be­ 
fore the plans could be realized Mrs. 
W idener died. 


The H. Josephine W idener library 
was founded and endowed in her mem 
ory and the Home for Crippled Chil 
dren was established shortly thereaf 
ter upon lines Indicated by the devoted 
wife and mother. 


This home was the chief delight of 
George D. Widener, who became the 
right hand of his father in almost all 
his affairs. There he became a living 
Santa Claus at Christmas. There he 
went at other 
times with his son, 
Harry, named for the boy in whose 
memory the home was’ feunded, and 
there he came 
into 
direct, human 
touch with the most pathetic thing in 
life, the helplessness and suffering of 
crippled, dependent children. 


The fortune that is given outright 
to the great charity is sufficient to 
make its service 
perpetual and to 
place it in the front rank of charities 
of its kind. Besides providing for the 
free care and tuition of the children 
within its walls, the fund will have 
these other uses: 


It 
will 
establish a great alumni 
home upon the grounds of the institu­ 
tion, where cripples who have been 
graduated from the Industrial home 
will be housed and fed at a rate within 
their means. 
If they can afford to 
pay only 50 cents a week, that is all 
that will be paid. 


It will provide a large amount an­ 
nually for the relief of the city’s poor 
who are not crippled. 


It will maintain a finely equipped 
seashore Industrial school for crippled 
children at Atlantic City. 


The sum given makes a total of $7,- 
000,000 actually paid and set aside for 
the home by Mr. Widener. 
It is pro* 
posed to utilize and invest the $4,000,* 
000 
in 
such a manner that it will 
eventually become an endowment fund 
of $5,000,000.

Clarence V. T. Richeson, the self 
confessed murderer of Miss Aris Lin- 
nell, and a former Baptist clergyman, 
was put to death by electricity in the 
state prison in Boston early Tuesday 
morning. 


At 12.10.02 O'clock the electrician 
threw a lever that sent a powerful 
current of electricity through 
thn 
condemned 
m an's body as ho sat 
strapped in the chair. The first shock 
caused instant death, and after an ex­ 
amination by the physician in attend 
ance Richeson was pronounced legally 
dead a t v12.17 a. m. 


Richeson .went to his death with 
composure, as he said he would. He 
Btepped from his cell into the corridor 
and through a door into the death 
chamber. When he had taken thirteen 
paces he was in front of the electric 
chair. He took his sfeat in it, the 
straps and electrodes were quickly 
put in place. 


The four guards who had accom 
« 


panied him from his cell, and Chapla'n 
Stebbins, who preceded him into the 
room, stepped back. W arden Bridges 
raised his cane as a signal, and in the 
next second Richeson's spirit had lef 
his body. 


Richeson passed the last twenty 
four hours of his stay on earth in 
much tho sim e way that he spent the 
two previous days. He slept very lit­ 
tle, scarcely tasted 
food, read the 
Bible and other religious books, talkt il 
and prayed with Rev. H erbert 8. John 
son and 
Rev. W. H. Stebbins, th * 
prison 
chaplain, and expressed hU 
last final wishes to W illiam A. Morse, 
of his counsel. Because he abstained 
from food so long Richeson was in a 
much weakened condition, but he re 
tained complete control of hisself.

Oceanic

The bodies were of men, and one of 
them, that of a fireman, was chained 
by the leg to a thwart in one end of 
the boat. In their mouths were small 
pieces of cork, which Dr. R. S. French, 
of the Oceanic staff, believes the vic­ 
tims chewed in their delirium to ease 
the pain of hunger and thirst. 


News of the finding of these bodies 
was reported briefly by wireless. One 
of the victims was Thomas Beattie, a 
passenger.

HIS DUTY, AND NOBLY DONE 


World Needs Such Men, Who Can 
Think and Act Quickly When the 
Emergency 
Arises — Largely 
Matter of Training With 
Individual Worker. 


The Twentieth Century Limited was 
recently threading the banks of the 
Hudson at the rate of 75 miles an hour 
on its way to New York. 
Suddenly 
the train was shaken from one end to 
the other, left the tracks, went down 
over the bank, and landed on the ice. 
Its conductor, injured and Weeding, 
crawled from the wreck, pulled him­ 
self together, rushed up the bank, and 
ran up the track to meet the second 
section. 
His thoughtfulness prevent­ 
ed another wreck which might have 
been even more disastrous than the 
first. 


In commenting on this conductor's 
act, newspapers 
pronounced 
it 
"a 
splendid performance of duty," “faith­ 
fulness to trust," “an act of heroism," 
etc., but not one spoke of it as an ex­ 
hibition 
of 
thoughtfulness 
seldom 
equaled in the annals of railroading, 
though thoughtfulness was really duty 
under the circumstances. 


Of course, the conductor knew that 
the second section was following, that 
it must soon strike a roadbed stripped 
of rails and ties, and must meet disas­ 
ter if not flagged. Yet he was injured. 
His left arm wa£ dripping with blood. 
He was bruised and 
bleeding 
else­ 
where. 
It would have been but nat­ 
ural for him to give attention to him­ 
self. If he had done so, however, he 
would have been blamed. 
He prob­ 
ably did not think of that 
What he 
did think of was his duty, and without 
looking for flagman or brakeman, or 
cost to himself, because 
time 
was 
precious, he did that duty, and did it 
nobly. He deserves all the praise that 
he got and more, too, for the value of 


his thoughtfulness is expressed in th< 
lives and property saved. 


Yes, and it Is expressed In the ex 
ample that he has set other men, ar 
example which is of inestimable wortl 
to them and to others if emulated, Th< 
world needs thoughtful 
merj. 
mer

CHOCOLATE DISHES. 


For the lovers of chocolate, here are 
a few choice suggestions. 


Chocolate Balls.—Cream a third of 
a cup of butter, add 
two squares of 
grated chocolate, a cup of sugar, two 
and a half cups o f' flour sifted with 
three teasponfuls of baking powder, a 
Uttle salt; add a half cup of milk, beat 
well, then cut aud fold in the whites 
of four eggs. Put into cups and steam 
forty minutes. 
Serve with chocolate 
sauce. 


An ordinary broad pudding may bo 
made quite elegant by the addition of 
a littlo gratod chocolate, and one may 
serve chocolate sauce with it 


Cocoa Fruit Pudding.—Put through 
a meat 
chopper a cup 
of figs, two- 
thirds of a cup of suet, and two and 
a half cups of breadcrumbs; add a half 
c jp of cocoa, a cup of brown sugar, 
two egg3 and a lia«f cup of milk; add 
salt and steam 
three hours. 
Serve 
with hot chocolate aaucc. 


Chccoiote Cream- Pie.—Molt 
two 
squares of chocolate or half a cup of 
cocoa; add a half 
cup of sugar, 
a 
fourth of a cup of cornstarch, three 
yolks, a little salt and two cups of 
milk. 
Cook in a double - boiler until 
thick, stirring constantly; flavor with 
vanilla. Pour into a baked pastry shell 
and cover with a meringue made from 
two eggs and two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar; brown in the oven and serve 
cold. 


«Delicious little wafers to serve with 
afternoon tea are prepared by placing 
a chocolate cream on a round wafer, 
then set in a hot oven 
to melt the 
candy aud toast.the cracker. 


A cup of hot cocoa with a marsh­ 
mallow floating in it delights the heart 
of a child.. 


Fudge.-^-Two cup3 of sugar, three 
fourths of a cup of milk, one table- 
spoonful of butter, 
two 
squares of 
chocolate. Cook to the soft ball stage, 
add vanilla and salt 


the water, if it seems desirable, ones 
during the cooking. 


Often the outside tougher portions 
of the onion may be taken off and 
saved for soup while the tender cen­ 
ters are used for salads. 


The water in which 
onions 
ar« 
cooked retains much flavor and it 
may be saved to flavor 
soups 
and 
sauces. 


If onions, as well as cabbage, are 
cooked 
with the 
vessel 
uncovered* 
there will be less noticeable odor in 
the house, and it Is commonly said 
that they are more digestible. 


Onlcn Soup.—Peol a good sized on­ 
ion, cut in small pieces 
and 
cook 
slowly until tender in two tablespoon* 
fuls of fat or butter. When tender re­ 
move to a hotter place and brown, stir* 
ring all the time 
to avoid 
burning. 
Add a pint and a half of milk and 
water, half and half; season with salt 
and pepper, bring to boiling point and 
servo poured over a piece of toasted 
bread. 


Onion Custard,—Cook onions until 
tender, drain and pour over them the 
following custard: 
One egg, half a 
cup of milk, salt and pepper to taste, 
for each cup of onions. Bake gently 
and servo as a vegetable. 


Stuff onions by choosing largo ones« 
Parboil and remove the centers, chop 
tho pieces removed, mix with bread 
crumbs, butter and salt, and 
stuff. 
Meat or nuts may be u?ed with the 
bread. Bake, batting with soup slock 
or water and butter. 


Onion Scuffle.—Chop cooked onion 
or rub through a coarse sieve. 
Com­ 
bine with equal parts of soft bread 
crumbs, season with salt pepper and 
butter. 
For each half pint beat and 
add a yolk aiul fold 
in tho 
beaten 
white. 
Bake in small dishe3 
unti} 
firm.

Removing Stains. 


Before sending linens to the laun: 
dry they should be well examined to 
see if they are stained. Table linens 
especially should be carefully looked 
after, and when stained 
should 
be^ 
well washed and left to stand in very 
hot water to which a tablespoonful oi 
borax or a teaspoonful of salts ol 
lemon has been added. If the stain£ 
appear stubborn, this may have to be 
repeated several times. Rinse in cold 
water and hang out to bleach. Nevei 
plunge clothes in hot water with soda, 
as this will set the stain. Fruit stains 
may usually be removed by pouring 
boiling water on them. 


Washing Flannels. 


Greatest care must be observed in 
washing flannels; otherwise they will 
nhrink, become a bad color or be en: 
tirely ruined. 


Take enough warm water—not hot, 
for that is sure to shrink flannel—and 
for each gallon add a teaspoonful oi 
borax and one of ammonia. Shave a 
half cake of pure white soap, add a 
little water and boil until dissolved 
Pour this into the water prepared foi 
the flannels and 
gently

and 
knead them in the water until thej 
are quite clean. 
Never rub fiannela

The memories of a crippled child 
of a devoted wife and of a brave son. 
who gallantly stopped aside on tbe 
wrecked Titanic that women and chll' 
dren might be saved, wore revived 
when P. A. B. Widener, of 
Phila- 
delphia, execeuted a deed of trust to 
the Land Title and Trust company anil 
delivered to it $4»000.000 in 4 per ceni 
securities as an endowment for the 
Widener Memorial Home for Crippled 
Ghildren. 


It was prijnarlly for the memory of 
his cripple^ son, Harry, who died In 
his youth, that the home was erected. 
When P. A. B. Widener was laying the 
foundation of his great fortune, at the 
time when he had accumulated about 
a million dollars, his wife expressed 
the wish that the share of the estate 
that would have come to the dead boy, 
had he lived and attained his major- 
ity, might be used to aid crippled chil- 
dren of both sexes. Mr. Widener prom- 
ised that this would be done, but be- 
fore the plans could be realized Mrs. 
Widener died. 


The H, Josephine Widener library 
was founded and endowed in her mem- 
ory and the Home for Crippled Chil- 
dren was established shortly thereaf- 
ter upon lines Indicated by the devoted 
wife and mother. 


This home was the chief delight of 
George D. Widener, who became the 
right hand of his father In almost all 
his affairs. There he became a living 
Santa Claus at Chrlstiaas. There he 
went at other 
times with his son, 
Harry, named for the boy in whose 
memory the home was* feunded, and 
there he came' 
Into 
direct, human 
touch with the most pathetic thing iu 
life, the helplessness and suffering of 
crippled, dependent children. 


The fortune that Is given outright 
to the great charity is sufficient to 
make Its service 
perpetual and to 
place it in the front rank of charities 
of its kind. Besides providing for the 
free care and tuition of the children 
within its walls, tha fund will have 
these other uses: 


It 
will 
establish a great alumni 
home upon the grounds of the Institu- 
tion, where cripples who have been 
graduated from the Industrial home 
will be housed and fed at a rate within 
their means. 
If they can afford to 
pay only 50 cents a waek, that is all 
that will be paid. 


It will provide a large amount an- 
nually for the relief of the city's poor 
who are not crippled. 


It will maintain a finely equipped 
seashore Industrial school for crippled 
children at Atlantic City. 


The sum given makes a total of $7,- 
000,000 actually paid and set aside for 
the home by Mr, Widener, 
It is pro. 
posed to utilize and invest the $4,000,* 
000 
In 
such a manner that it will 
eventually become an endowment fund 
of 15,000,000, 


Find Titanic Dsad on Raft 


That some of the passengers of the 
steamship Titanic starved to death in 
open boats after they had 
escaped

In a collapsible life raft which the

Monday last, were found three bodies,

DEATH PENALTY 


Slayer of Avis Linnell Electro- 


cuted In Boston.

Clarence V. T. Richeson, the self- 
confessed murderer of Miss Avis Lin- 
nell, and a former Baptist clergyman, 
was put to death by electricity in the 
state prison In Boston early Tuesday 
morning. 


At 12.10.02 o^clock the electrician 
threw a lever that sent a powori'ul 
current 
of 
electricity 
tbrou^h 
thu 
condemned 
man's body as ho 
sat 
strapped In the chair. The first shock 
caused instant death, and after an ex- 
amination by the physician In attend 
ance RIcheson waa pronounced legally 
dead at J12.17 a. m. 


RIcheson .went to his death with 
composure, as he said he would. He 
stepped from his cell into the corridor 
and through a door Into the death 
chamber. When he had taken thirteen 
paces he was in front of the electric 
chair. He took his sbat In it, the 
straps 
and 
electrodes were 
quickly 
put in place. 


The four guards who had accom 
panied him from his cell, and Chapla'n 
Stebbins, who preceded him into the 
room, stepped back. Warden Bridges 
raised his cane as a signal, and In the 
next second Richeson's spirit had Uf 
his body. 


RIcheson passed the last 
twenty 
four hours of bis stay on earth in 
much tho aimo way that he spent the 
two previous days. He slept very lit- 
tle, scarcely tasted 
food, read 
the 
Bible and other religious books, talki il 
and prayed with Rev, Herbert 8. John 
son and 
Rev. W. H. Stebblns, th • 
prison 
chaplain, and expressed hi^ 
last final wishes to William A. Morse, 
of his counsel. Because he abstained 
from food so long RIcheson was in a 
much weakened condition, but he re 
talned complete control of hisself.

The Twentieth Century Limited was 
recently threading the banks of the 
Hudson at the rate of 75 miles an hour 
on its way to New York. 
Suddenly 
the train was shaken from one end to 
the oilier, left the tracks, went down 
over the bank, and landed on the ice. 
Its conductor, injured and 
bleeding, 
crawled from the wreck, pulled him- 
self together, rushed up the bank, and 
ran up the trade to meet the second 
section. 
His thoughtfulness prevent- 
ed another wreck which might have 
been even more disastrous than the 
first 


In commenting on this conductor's 
act, newspapers

CHOCOLATE DISHES, 


For the lovers of chocolate, hero are 
a few choice suggestions. 


Chocolate Balls,—Cream a third of 
a cup of butter, add 
two 
squares of 
grated chocolate, a cup of sugar, two 
and a half cups of'flour sifted with 
three teasponfuls of baking powder, a 
little salt; add a half cup of milk, beat 
well, then cut and fold In the whites 
of four eggs. 
Put into cups and steam 
forty minutes. 
Servo witli chocolate 
aauce. 


An ordinary broad pudding may bo 
made quite elegant by the addition of 
a littlo gratod chocolate, and one may 
serve chocolate sauce with i t 


Cocoa Fruit Pudding.—Put through 
a meat 
chopper a cup 
of tigs, two- 
thirds of a cup of suet, and two and 
a half cups of breadcrumbs; add a half 
cyp of cocoa, a cup of brown 
sugar, 
two o?:g3 and a haU cup of milk; add 
salt and steam 
thrpe hours. 
Serve 
v/lth hot chocolate anuco. 


Chccolsto 
Cream- 
Pio.—Molt 
two 
squares of chocolate or half a cup of 
cocoa; add a ha)f 
cup 
of sugar, 
a 
fourth of a cup of cornstarch, three 
yolks, a littlo salt and two cups of 
milk. 
Cook in a double - boiler until 
thick, stirring constantly; flavor with 
vanilla. Pour into a baked pastry shell 
and cover with a nieringuo made from 
two eggs and two lablespoonfuls of 
sugar; brown in the oven and serve 
cold. 


A^eliclous little wafers to eerve with 
afternoon tea are prepared by placing 
a chocolate cream on a round wafer, 
then set In a hot oven 
to melt the 
candy and toast.the cracker. 


A cup of hot cocoa with a marsh- 
mallow floating in it delights the heart 
of a child, 


Fudgc.-^Two cups of sugar, 
three 
fourths of a cup of milk, one table- 
spoonful of butter, 
two 
squares 
of 
chocolate. 
Cook to the soft ball stage, 
add vanilla and salt 


tho water, if It seems desirable, once 
during the cooking. 


Often tho outside tougher portions 
of the onion may be taken off and 
saved for soup while the tender cen- 
ters are used for salads.

If onions, as well as cabbage, arc

Onlcn Soup.—Peol a good sized on- 
ion, cut in small pieces 
and 
cook 
slowly until tender in two tablespoon« 
fuls of fat or butter. When tender re- 
move to a hotter place and brown, stir- 
ring all the time 
to avoid 
burning. 
xVdd a pint and a half 
of milk and 
water, half and half; season with salt 
and popper, bring to boiling point and 
servo poured over a piece of toasted 
bread. 


Onion Custard.—Cook onions until 
tender, drain and pour over them the 
following custiird: 
One egg. half a 
cup of milk, salt and pepper to taste, 
for each cup of onions. 
Bake gently 
and servo as a vegetable.

PENSIONERS GIVEN INCKEASE. 
Civil war veterans are elated over the 
signing of the compromieed Sherwood 
dollar-a-day pension bill by President 
Taft. Increased allowances are given all 
tho pensionere, quite a number of whom 
will receive ?10 a month more, or 50 per 
cent, in excess of what they have been 
receiving 
The majority of the men will 
get increases aggregating 25 per cent. The 
largest recognition is given those old eoU 
diers who served more than two and a 
half years during the rebellion and have 
reached the ape of 75 years. 
The act pro- 
vides this scale of at^e and rates: Sixty- 
two years old and 90 days' service $13 per 
month; six months' service $13.50; one 
year, $14; one and a half years, $14 50; 
two years, $15; two and a half yeara $15 • 
50; three years or over, $16. In case such
